With degrading 
Testrietions on the one hand and insuperable 
business obstruction on the other, is there any 
reason why the average non-Japanese in Han- 
ow refuses to listen to the empty promises of 
Japanese statesmen and prefers to believe that 
Japanese military, strategic and economic efforts 
fare all co-ordinated in a plan to eliminate any 
but Japanese trade from an extensive area 
where the “Open Door” policy formerly existed 
fas the most valuable commercial principle ever 
enunciated in this country? ‘The re-opening of 
the Yangize is the main problem, and more so 
to Hankow to which the Yangtze is the artery 
bringing the Ufeblood of existence. ‘The river 
[may be re-opened. When that, will be nobody 
Knows, and here it may be observed that no 
international situation In history has produced 
such a volume of promises, assurances and 
‘Statements from responsible officials who, either 
[through ignorance or perversity, have committed 
themselves to declarations with little thought 
‘of honouring them. Contempt and ruin would 
face the official of any other Government who 
jeavoured to emulate the glibness of un- 
honoured utterance of some of the Japanese 








spokesmen. Hankow's problem is Shanghai's 
problem in many respects and the difficulty the 
Japanese profess to sce in the way other Powers 
‘misunderstand” thelr motives and intentions 
could be easily removed if there was a little 
more frankness and sincerity on the part of 
‘Japan. "As the situation stands at present, the 
‘contention of the Hankow non-Japanese com 
munity possesses a valid basis of belief—that 
‘every act of the Japanese is to encompass their 
‘elimination.

Ocean Air Mails 


While political dimculties continue to ob- 
struct tree communications, there 1 little pos 
sibility of improvement in’ the air mail situa 
tion. “as it involves China, ‘Nevertheless, the 
original services ercated to link China with the 
United States and Europe continue to function 
successfully and, at the one point of contact 
fin the world system of alrwuys—Hongkong— 
the results predicted for air communications 
Jare being enjoyed. In his snnual report. to 
President Roosevelt, Mr. James A. Farley, the 
US, Postmaster General, revealed that on the 
[Tyans-Pacifle route flown by Clippers of the 
Pan-American Airways, in the fiscal year end- 
fing June 30, performance had averaged 90.84 
per cent. of the service scheduled for the year, 
In viow ‘of the pioneer character of the Pacific 
route, with its climatic diffculties and its long 
ocean Mights, this is exceliont, and a colnelden= 
jal increase in traMe both’ ways along the 
route is public testimony to the reliability of 
the service. Naturally, international air Mi 

interest largely centres on the Atlantic across 
which scores of experimental fights have been 
made by interested nations and-an ample de- 
leree of security and reliability has been at- 
[ained, but no. regular service between the 
United States and Europe is in operation. al- 
though it is hoped that something will be done 
jin the near future, The two oceans, the 
‘Atlantic and the Pucific, offer different problems 
fo the commercial air line and not the least 
important is the political side, for half a dozen 
nations are desirous of using the Atlantic route 
but "the United States is fortunately situated 
to have the Pacifie to herself, ‘This does not 
deny equality of opportunity to other countries 
Dut it does credit the United States with any 
rewards for the enterprise displayed In open 

ing and dovelopiny this route to China. It is 
reported that next Fébrumy one of the new 
‘7e-passenger Boeing Clippers will be placed on 
the new service for experimental purpose, ‘The 
ew Clipper weighs 41 tons and the problem 
of the big machine on long ocean trips has 
thus to be studied before these machines are 
placed” in regular use. Other lines entering 
Hongkong. report improvements and accelera- 
tion and the introduction of new machines, but 
to China generally nothing ean be done ‘until 
conditions become stable and the. national ser- 
vviees, which operated so. successfully and 
feficiently before the hostilities, are allowed 
normal activities. Then Shanghai may again 
fappear on the world's air map and the long- 
[delayed plan to extend Imperial Airways from 
Hongkong to Shanghai may be realized.

Hitherto we have taken the view that 
as long as the political imbroglio 
Femains unsolved there can be no 
‘question of economic co-operation. 

“But the Government of Japan has 
row solemnly declared that it, will 
fespect the sovereignty, administra, 

ive independence and’ integrity o 
‘China; that economically it does. not 
dim at exercising monopolistic con~ 
trol over China nor will demand 
that Chira restrict. the interests, of 
third Powers, but that it subscribes 
to the principle of equality in order 
te make economic co-operation be- 
tween China and Japan a reality. 

Such being the case, we should 
agree in principle and on this basis 
formulate various concrete proposals. 

“After careful. deliberation T am 
‘convinced that the National Govern- 
ment should promptly, on the, basis 
fof the above three points, exchange 
Views with the Japanese Government 
In order to restore peace.

THE WAR IN SPAIN 
Dec. 28. 

‘The opening of the insurgent attack along 
the Catalonian front just prior to Christmas, 
and the comparative inactivity on the other 
fronts in Spain indicate that the immediate 
objective of General Franco and his forces 
ig the subjugation of that portion of the 
country at present governed from Barce- 
Jona, Catalonia has managed for years past 
to be @ source of inconvenience to any 
Government which has been in power, and 
it is apparently hoped by the insurgents 
that the subjugation of this revolutionary 
base will ender the final task of reducing 
the rest of the country all the easier. Con- 
sequently some half a million men are 
engaged in one of the bitterest struggles of 
a very bitter civil war in conditions which 
must ereate a great deal of hardship. W! 
the reports emanating from either side do 
not give a very adequate picture of what 
hhas happened up-to-date, there are indica- 
tions that the claims of the rebels to have 
made some headway are probably correct. 
It is often the case that, with the advantage 








only for a time, but, if it is correct that the 
Nationalists have-sueceeded in one part of 
the Tine in penetrating into the Govern- 
ment’s defence positions as deeply as fifteen 
miles during the last four days, there is a 
possibility that the defenders will be forced 
to retire to another line of defence. That 
will only be the case, however, if the in- 
surgents can manage’ to consolidate their 
Positions on a sufficiently wide salient, for 
about a narrow one there are always cle- 
ments of peril to the holders. With the 
capture of the remaining portions of Lerida 
and Tarragona, which are not yet in rebel 
hands, and also Gerona and Bareelone, and 
their ‘complete subjugation the rebels’ will 
be in a position to draft large reinforee- 
ments into the positions around. Madrid, 
‘and possibly to squeeze that position out, 
by advancing southwards from the Ebro 
and eventually cutting the capital off from 
Valencia. That will not be possible until 
the four provinces in the north-cast still 
held by the Government have been effec- 
tively reduced and the rebel positions there 
consolidated. 

How Jong that will take must remain a 
matter of very considerable speculation for 
there have been so many surprises in this 
‘Spanish struggle, that it may still be pos- 
sible for the Government to hold out in 
the north-east for a very considerable time 
to come. Certainly it is to be expected that 
the fighting will increase in desperation if 
‘and as the insurgents progress towards their 
final objective in this region, for the sup- 
porters of the present Government have 
Hittle to hope for from a. victorious foe, 
‘This being a war of ideologies there has 
been, and probably still will be very little 
mercy shown. The bitterness of the struggle 
is evidenced by the fact that foreign sug- 
‘gestions for an armistice over Christmas 
were emphatically rejected by General 
Franco. It was hoped that, if there could 
have been a suspension of” hostilities over 
the Christrias season, there might have been 
‘an opportunity of arranging some sort of 
peace, based upon compromise, but the very 
definite attitude adopted by General Franco 
makes it quite clear to the world that there 
is no idea of anything like a compromise 
in his mind, and that what he is fighting 
for is the subjection of the whole of the 
country to the political creed which he 
represents. The Spanish Government might 
have been ready to discuss peace terms 
which would have given it further existence 
in those parts of Spain which it at present 
holds, thouh this has not been made 
public. ‘That would at least have been 
making the best out of a bad job, but 
General Franco engaged in a crusade against 
the political principles which the Spanish 
Government represents will have none of it, 
‘and consequently the struggle must continue 
to the bitter ond. Humanly speaking it 
will be nothing short of miraculous if the 
‘Spanish Government is able to retrieve the 
fortunes of war which have slowly but in- 
evitably gone against it. It would most 
certainly not have failed in the manner it 
has had it not been for the foreign assist- 
‘ance which was given the insurgents, for it 
is now a matter of history that General 
Franco with the forces which he originally 
had at his disposal would speedily "have 
been defeated had it not been for foreign 
reinforcement. Even with them his pro- 
‘gress has been remarkably slow, so slow 
that German interest in the matter has long 
been on the wane. 

It may reasonably be expected that 
sooner or later the four north-eastern prov- 
inces will fall before General Franco's 
armics. If the government forces continue 
to fight, with the desperation which has 
marked ‘their struggle throughout, the war 
may be expected to continue for quite some 
time to come, and the wastage in life and 
‘material taken to much higher totals than 
they have at present reached. ‘The pri 
which Spain is paying for this civil war 
is already a ghastly one. The hatred which 
hhas been sown during the past two years’ 
fighting will bring forth a bitter harvest 
making the task of government difficult for 
any who have ultimately to assume that 
esponsibility. Much, of course, will depend 
upon the manner in’ which General Franco 
exploits the final victory, which it seems 
inevitable must be his. If he can behave 
with due restraint, and proper merey to- 
wards his fellow ‘countrymen who do not 
think politically the same way as himself 
much may be done towards a complete 
pacification of the country. It is, however, 
by no means clear that in the large section 
of Spain which he at present controls there 
is any very fervent support for him and his 
Political colleagues, and there is plenty of 
evidence to support the suggestion that 
there is very considerable latent unrest 
amongst the inhabitants of the occupied 
territory. The report that King Alphonso 
‘would accept the Spanish throne if it were 
offered to him, is an interesting one. It 
may very well’ be that the restoration of 
the monarchy will prove the best solution 
for the future, but it must not be forgotten 
that such people as the Basques and the 
Catalans, with their traditional desire for 
self-government will still have to be held 
by force, while the Communist idea will not 
have been wiped out. At the very most 
it will have been forced underground, to 




















which lies in a properly opened offensive, 
the opposing side is forced to give way, if 





spring up again when a favourable ‘op- 
portunity offers. ‘That is the tragedy of the 





whole affair. When all is said and done the 
civil war will have taught nobody anything, 
may indeed for a period bring about a 
restoration of political ideals which so large 
a portion of the Spaniards believed had 
‘been banished for ever from their midst, 
but will certainly not necessarily lead to 
perpetuation of a system of government of 
which so many disapprove. A great deal, 
of course, depends upon the ability of 
General ‘Franco, but if his _statecraft 
is no more effective than his military 
ability it is by no means likely that he will 
‘Succeed in introducing that all round ap- 
easement without which the future of 
Spain may still prove turbulent.

Very considerablo interest has _ been 
‘aroused by the publication in these célumns 
yesterday of a despatch from the special 
correspondent of the “North-China Dall 
News” in Japan reporting Mr. Ginjiro Fuji- 
hhara’s views on tho possibility of Japan being. 
able to carry out her ambitious project for the 
reconstruction of China without  foreign| 
financial assistance. “Mr. Fujihara is one of 
‘Japan's foremost industrialists, and business 
Jeaders, and his opinions deserve the greatest. 
Fespect, always with the proviso, however, 
that much of what he said was probably 
designed solely for home consumption, It is. 
necessary that his conclusions should be 
recalled. They are as follow: 

Japan alone can accomplish the task of| 
reconstructing China by means of her own 
Alnaneial resources and ability, plus her human 
‘strength : that is, unflinching determination to 
Succeed and hard work. 

‘Atter reform of China's financial structure 
it can be made to defray the expenses of the 
‘new government to be established, as well 
of the Japanese army that will have to be 
‘maintained there to preserve peace and order. 

‘Afler China's commerce has been readjusted, 
‘the work of reconstruction and development 
‘can be achieved without borrowing a single 
penny from foreign capitalists. though thelr 
Investments will be weleomed if advanced in 
the spirit of real co-operation. 

‘The idea prevalent abroad that Japan can 
bbe beaten by economic warfare is a fallacy, 
because it fails to take the human element 
{into consideration. 

‘Tremendous progress and prosperity awaits!

‘AC fist glance there is a great deal in 
what he says, but his arguments are not 
‘without their fallacies. It eam be admitted that 
it is possible for Japan to carry ott her pro~ 
itramme without oulside ‘assistance, but Hf it 
ff desired to obtain a quick return on the 
enormous amounts of money she has already 
Spent in China, and in all probability” will 
innve to spend for quite some time to come, 
foreign assistance willbe necessary. Here, 
naturally, the time factor plays an important 
part. If she is prepared to postpone reaping 
The fruits of her military. venture, awaiting 
the slow process which fs inevitable if she 
determines to carry out the work unaided, she 
may very well dispense with the assistance 
from abroad which it is confidently expected 
in some quarters will be necessary. Again 
after the reform of financial structure of the 
Sccupied portion of China it may be possible 
{o defray’ the expenses of the new fovern= 
ment. and. the "maintenance of Japanese 
farrisons in the country, but the experience 
ff the past year in north China shows that 
tempts to remodel the financial structure 
there have met with nothing. but failure, 
while indications from the north concerning 
the new taxation which itis proposed to levy 
are o the effect that a heavy’ burden will 
ibe placed upon the Chinese at a time when 
they need "every assistance. for theit re 
habitation. “A noteworthy example of this 
is to be found in the difference between the 
old and new taxation at Chefoo, for instance. 
The old revenue obtained by "taxes by. the 
‘municipal authorities was a litle over $204,- 
000: per annum: the proposed new taxes are 
expected to. bring inno less astm than 
‘$670,000. well over’ three times ‘as great 
Obviously so heavy a burden, ‘repeated 
throughout the whole of the occupied ter- 
Fitories must have a bad effect upon trade in 
general, and place a very onerous load on 
the people engaged in the struggle back to 
their former prosperity. True, it's proposed 
to-raise about half this sum by means of an 
‘opium tax, but it is quite plain that the ens 
ouragement of opium smoking is again likely 
{o militate against all round improvement 
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‘When it is realized that the disaster which 
has been wreaked on China is already greater 
than that of the Taipings, and, when it is 
understood that there are districts in China 
which never recovered from that catastrophe, 
the likelihood of a rapid development with- 
out the use of very considerable sums of 
money scems not a little remote. Nevertheless 
it docs depend entirely upon what Japan's 
policy is to be. If slow she can cary it out 
herself; if it is to be rapid she will need 
outside assistance. For this reason it is sug- 
ested that the financial threat ig, not quite 
So powerful as it would appear at first blush, 
It is only really applicable in one set of 
circumstanecs, and it has been shown that 
Japan has an’ alternative in this matter, It 
is obvious then that the real weapon in the 
hands of outraged foreign neutrals which ean 
be depended upon to be the most effective is 
‘adequate retaliation for discrimination, With 
the ability to strike at forty per cent. of 
Japan's foreign trade, a means is available 
of shutting off that supply of money ‘which 
in the event of Japan deciding to do without 
foreign assistance would make her task of 
rehabilitation in China even more difficult. 
It would be a blow at the very vitals of 
Japan's economic structure. The placing of 
Japanese trade under every disability which 
is at present placed upon neutral trade in 
‘China is the most powerful means of bringing 
pressure to bear upon Japan, for she has no 
‘means of avoiding its results, ‘The destruction 
of a great portion of her trading, the subjec- 
tion of her ocean carrying business to similar 
discrimination as that which she is exerelsing 
in China are perfectly good weapons, the use 
of which can be justified by precedents 
‘ereated by Japan. The financial arm Js not 
quite so strong, for Mr, Fujihara has shown, 
with considerable conviction, that its. of- 
fectiveness can be diminished merely by a 
change of policy concerning the Fapidity with 
which it is proposed to reconstruct China, 

















WEDNESDAY’S OUTRAGE 
Dec. 30. 

‘The sad manner in which conditions have 
deteriorated in the western district within 
the perimeter was amply indicated by the 
hold-up of a number of foreigners on 
Columbia Rond on Wednesday night. As 
hhas already been pointed out this is by far 
the boldest crime which has been perpetrat- 
ed in this area for a very long time past, 
is clear proof of the lengths to which these 
gangs will go in their eriminal pursuits and 
that the existence of these people in. that 
area constitutes a dofinite menace to the 
safety of the law-abiding residents, From 
inguiries it appears that the bad characters 
who used formerly to operate in Chapel and 
Nantao have now gathered in the Western 
district. Many are attached to the armed 
guards of the gambling dens, taking. time 
Off occasionally to perpetrate an odd crime 
for so, Others have merely organized them- 
selves into gangs, and are responsible for all 
sorts of robberies which are of daily oc 
currence. While it is true that the Muniei- 
pal Police have jurisdiction over the outside 
roads running through the area, they cannot 
exercise any authority off them. ‘That was 
formerly the work of the Bureau of Public 
Safety, which before the outbreak of 
hostilities carried out their duties in a com- 
paratively efficient manner. They. were 
armed and properly fitted to deal with the 
criminal, ‘Their funetions have since been 
taken over by the Ta Tao police, a body of 
men, carrying batons, who do not operate 
after dark. If they did, being without 
weapons they would be usoless against the 
armed desperado, and the fact of the matter 
is that the large area between the Settle- 
ment boundary and the perimeter, except 























for the strieily limited activities’ of the 
Municipal Police, is left completely uns 
protected, Indeed it is no great exaggera- 


tion to state that the ayea on the other side 
of the railway, despite the guerillas, is prob- 
ably better so far as crime is concerned 
than the district closer to the Settlement 
That no fewer than seven foreigners were 
held up and robbed is sufficient proof not 
only of the existence of these gangs, but 
of their audacity, for it is the biggest’ rob- 
bery of its type that has been committed 
for very many years past. Its significance 
arises from the fact that in that distriet 











there is a very large number of foreign 
residents who in the prevailing cireum- 
stances can only be alfurded a limited 





amount of protection, for while the qung- 
ster can commit his crime on a municipal 
road, a very few steps indeed takes him 
out Of the jurisdiction of the foreign police, 
and gives ‘him a form of security ‘whieh 
should be terminated at the shortest  pos- 

Let there be no mistake about 
the responsibility for this crime lies 
fairly at the door of the Ta ‘Tae Govern 
ment and gives rise to the question as to 
how much ‘real authority that new con- 
stituted body really does possess. If it has 
any at all, the devising of proper methods 
for the maintenance of the peace in this 
area should present no formidable difficul- 
ties, but, of course, if it has none, then 
simil be expected until 
drastic steps ure taken by someone or other 
fo put a stop to it, It may be argued that 
the Ta Tao government being of very recent 
establishment cannot be expected to 
































the necessary a 
which have passed under its control, but, 
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surely, the maintenance of peace and good 
order is one of the first duties of any gov- 
ernment, no matter how young it may be. 
Indeed it is one of the first essentials, and 
the fact that there is no better protection 
qwovided than such which permitted the 
‘commission of such a crime must call for 
severe condemnation., Obviously if such an 
outrage can be committed with impunity 
thefe is no reason why other, and perhaps 
more grievous crimes should not take place, 
and it is quite clear that th. deterioration 
‘of conditions in the district in question 
is a matter which should receive the earliest 
possible attention from the Chinese authori- 
ies most nearly concerned. 

‘A suggestion has been made that perhaps 
the British troops might undertake patrolling| 
the outsido area. It does not _appear| 
4o be a function which they could properly] 
be expected to perform, and, even if they| 
could, mere patrolling of the outside roads 
‘without the ability to follow the criminals off 
them into their lairs would render such worle 
to a very great extent nugatory. ‘That does 
not mean to say that the present conditions 
should be accepted with resignation, If ever| 
there were a case which calls for immediate, 
strong action it is surely this one, and it 
ought to be possible, in view of all the| 
prevailing circumstances to arrive at some| 
sort of temporary working arangement with 
the Ta Tao Government,—especially as it 
does not appear to be able efficiently’ to carry 
‘on itself,—whereby the Settlement . police 
could give that extra necessary asistance 
which would speedily correct the present| 
criminal tendencies to be seen in that district 
It should, for example be possible to stamp| 
out the gambling dens which constitute a| 
focus point for the criminal classes. There| 
should be yo real objection to united action| 
being taker! to effect a house-to-house search | 
of those villages where the bad characters: 
are known to live. Co-operation between the 
‘two administrations, even if only for the 
duration of the hostilities, should be sought! 
in tho general intorest of good order. But if 
that cannot be arranged, then the res- 
ponsibility wil still remain with the Ta Tao’ 
Government to prove to the rest of Shang 
hai that it is an organization fully capable| 
to exercising its authority, for, if it cannot| 
do s0, it most certainly does not justify its| 
claim’ to the name. One thing has to be| 
‘emphasized; there can be no exouse for the 
perpetuation of such conditions as_prevail| 
Off the outside roads at the present moment. 
Wednesday night has clearly demonstrated 
potentialities far graver than that which 
has taken place, and if, unhappily, one of 
these nights a tragedy occurs the responsi- 
bility resting upon the authorities concerned 
‘will indeed be a heavy one. 

















THE OLD AND THE NEW 
Dec. 31. 

“Apio opus est!" ‘There is need of parsley 
to strew on the grave of the dying year, 
for it will be mourned as humanity siands 
at the threshhold of a new year and 
wonders what it brings in its train, ‘The’ 
old year has not been so bad. It has been 
filled with alarums and excursions, causes 
for fear and reasons for rejoicing, During its 
course thore were developments which al- 
most plunged the world into general war- 
fare, Fortunately at the very last hour 
this tragic menace was averted, and though 
the peace which was secured may still soem 
precarious one, it is nevertheless peace, 
‘affording a breathing space in which human- 
ily has an opportunity of taking stock of 
present-day trends. Who a year ago look- 
Ing down the vista of the next twelve 
months “would have foreccen the dangers 
through which the world has since passed? 
How many fully realized the perilous course 
of events which were ahead? Probably 
very few, for while’ tendencies could be 
perceived’ their ultimate outcome was 
shrouded in mystery. That is just as well. 
Mankind would have a sorry time of it 
it it were gifted with the ability to look 
accurately into the future, for there are none 
so old as do not consider themselves good 
for another year. And so as the remaining 
fow hows of the dying year pass away, 
many will rejoice that it has gone, hoping 
Tor better things from its successor, while 
others will remember that it has taught the 
world many things, lessons which if properly 
‘appreciated should help to prevent the com= 
ission of old mistakes. ‘That consideration 
applies to persons as well as nations, for 
there is none who can say that he’ has 
acted perfectly throughout the whole period, 
has not committed faults which he would 
not desire to commit again. So looking 
ack along the trail of the old year—and 
it is well sometimes to take that glance 
bebind—with all its wrecks and disasters, 
spiritual as well as materia}, faith demands 
that when the head is turned again to look 
forward it shall be with the determination 
that there shall be no effort lacking to make 
the new year better than the old. 

‘There is something of high solemnity in 
those fleeting moments when as in death, 
the future merges swiftly into the past, 

































1938? Who can really say? True the pro- 
spects are not of the best, and there is! 
room for much anxiety, and concern, but. 
it would be definitely wrong to assume that 
‘conditions are such that only the gloomiest 
pessimism can be justified. ‘The ever 
present fear of war has not yet been 
abolished. It may never be. Tt may be| 
that this coming twelve months, despite every 
feffort to prevent it, will see’ mankind at 
each other's throats. But this must not be 
regarded as inevitable. The very possession 
of such a thought as that of inevitabili 
‘operates against those forees which are now 
working for peace, and the pressing neces- 
sity Is that peace should be ardently pursued 
Until it is brought captive again to the 
service of man. ‘The great needs for the 
‘moment are imagination, faith and courage, 
imagination to discover ways and means 
‘of removing injustices which at present 
perplex the world, faith in man’s ability to 
follow the course of righteousness, and 
‘courage to meet whatever the future hos in. 
slore. If those qualities are missing, if they. 
fare not sedulously fostered and encouraged 
the outlook will indeed be bad. ‘Those very 
same qualities will be needed if present 
trends turn for the worse, and humanity is! 
called upon to tread the tragic path of 
disaster which it is sought to avoid. Never: 
was the need for moral rearmament more 
cledrly demonstrated ‘than in these days. 
‘The rearming of the individual in all those 
things which are good, must in the long run 
have profound international effects. Great 
‘oaks do from little acorns grow, and it is 
in the smaller matters of life, as much as 
in the greater, that the path to the higher| 
morality must be followed. High hope, 
faith and courage have helped humanity to 
face many perils, to avert them, or over- 
come them and when these qualities are 
reinforced with determination that the good 
shall ultimately prevail, there can be little 
doubt for the fulure, even though the way 
may be difficult. 

‘Those considerations apply with just as 
much force to Shanghai and China as it 
does to other parts of the world. This 
present year has been one of the worst that 
Shanghot has had to endure. Yet it has 
been met with a courage which arouses no- 
thing but the keenest admiration. The blows 
which this city has received during the past 
twelve months would have daunted many 
‘another community. “What's to come is 
still unsure” but whatever it may be there 
can be little doubt that Shanghai will face 
it with just the same largeness of heart 
which has characterized its history during’ 
the past seventeen months. The problems 
to be dealt with are many. They each pre- 
sent features of difficulty peculiar to the 
singular position of Shanghai, but, again, 
aiven the courage and goodwill they 'may be 
eventually disposed of. This at least may 
be sure, it will be for no want of trying. 
It there are tendencies towards disruption 
‘of the happy relationships which have ex- 
isted between the many and varied com- 
munities which go to make up the population 
‘of this most interesting city, they should be 
immediately dealt with. Shanghai must either 
sink or swim, and it will certainly sink if 
by reason of ‘inter-sectional strife it ceases| 
to hang together. Commonalty of interest 
has been clearly demonstrated in Shanghai 
in probably no other city. During this 
present year many of the communities have 
been brought closor together, through the 
‘common bonds of endurance, than they have 
ever been before. Let it be resolved that 
jn the year to come nothing shall occur to 
weaken those bonds, and that the paths to 
peace and understanding shall be followed 
‘with perseverance, It is with this resolution 
that the Jast leading article of the year must 
be brought to a close. Yet there must be 
fone more thought and it is to express the 
hope that Shanghai will experience in 1930 
a better year than 1938, and that it will, 
Before its close, give convincing evidence 
that this city’s trouble are nearing their end.

‘The appeal is capable of three 
Interpretations. Ether it is a peace feeler 
put out by Mr, Wang with the foreknowledge 
Ene ‘consent of Chiang Kai-shek, or itis an 
upression of views held by a section of 
the "Kuomintang, for which Me.” Wang. Is 
Sting as mouthpiece, or itis an expression 
of his own views designed for the. purpose 
ft testing out peace sentiments in Chima 
{iselt In view of the facts it is Ineonceiv= 
able that. the Generalissimo gave any sup 
port to what Mr. Wang Ching-wel had in his 
fund.” Indeed. the fact that the Chinese 
Government. denounced "beforehand | res 
ponsbility for any statement Mr. Wang

declarations amounts to clear and overt op- | 
position to them. The third alternative 
that Mr, Wang is merely testing out peace 
sentiments in China itself is in the cireum= 
stances the most likely, and if as a result 
hhe sooner or later ceases by expulsion to be 
a member of the Party a very definite an- 
‘swer will be given to his appeal, and .to 
‘any ideas that there is amongst the ranks 
‘of the Chinese Government any very real 
desire for peace on Japanese terms. 

Reports indicate that Chinese circles in 
Hongkong are bitterly attacking Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei for, publishing his appeal. Chiang 
Kal-shek’s circular instructions issued to all 
commanders under him on December 31, 
contain no indication that his view of the 
situation has in any way weakened from 
that which he has consistently held, for he 
‘asks for an increase in the morale of the 
Chinese troops, the fostering of the most 
amicable relations between the army and 
the local populace, and the rendering of 
every assistance possible to wounded sol- 
diers and refugees. If those instructions 
‘mean anything at all, they mean that he is 
even now disposed to continue his resist- 
‘ance against Japanese aggression, and that 
the terms offered in Prince Konnoye's state- 
‘ment have fallen upon completely deat ears. 
Based on the Japanese statement of revised 
‘aims in China, Mr, Wang's appeal has about 
it all the sweet, music of an apparently 
sound logic. On close examination, how- 
‘ever, this does not appear to be the case, 
for, ‘if his arguments are accepted as the 
proper interpretation of the Japanese re- 
‘quirements, what is demanded, and what he 
Proposes should be granted amount to little 
more than the abject surrender that the 
Japanese Government has all along required. 
In their ultimate interpretation the  Tatest 
Japanese demands, while they do not appear 
to call for an indemnity, ask for what is 
tantamount to relinquishment of China’ 
sovereignty,—for the proposed occupation of 
certain points in China by Japanese garri- 
sons, can mean nothing ‘else—and the 
general acceptance of Japanese ideology ai 
represented by the anti-Comintern Pact, to- 
gether with the absorption of China ‘into 
the tripartite economic bloc, consisting of 
Japan, Manchoukuo and China. The pro- 
posed surrender of extraterritoriality and of 
the foreign concessions in China are but 
@ mere sop. compared with what China is 
still being asked to give up, and to counsel, 
with Mr. Wang Ching-wei, the acceptance of 
such terms is to advise the complete aban- 
donment of Chinese resistance to aggression, 
which, no matter how the immediate military 
results may appear, cannot yet be justified. 

‘The Kuomintang have it in thelr power 
to give him the most emphatic refusal, to 
expel him from membership of the party. 
‘That might not prove much of a blow tou 
politician whose career has been marked 
with @ quality of opportunism which in the 
clrctimstances cannot be entirely overlooked, 
ut it would certainly lend emphasis to the 
‘anticipatory denial of whatever Mr. Wang 
might say which has already been issued 
from Chungking. This may be said for Mr. 
Wang that he apparently trusts in the good 
faith of the Japanese in this respect. ‘That 
the latter desire peace gocs without ‘saying. 
The possibility of these hostilities dragging 
along for months and even years to come, 
cannot commend itself to those who fully 
realize the situation, but whether Japan is 
entirely sincere in ‘the latest proposal of 
terms is something of which proof is still 
required. How far was Prince Konnoye 
testing out the market cannot at the present 
moment be ascertained. ‘That is something 
which only time will teil. Mr. Wang Ching- 
wei has all along been suspected of being 
in favour of peace, and of leaning towards 
Japan, as a man ‘desirous of following a 
middle policy. Yet it must be apparent to 
him as to anyone else that the latest Japan- 
ese terms are very lite different from those 
which were suggested after the fall of Nan- 
king. Under them China would be deprived 
of that sovereignty which Prince Konnoye 
promises to it. It would in its place have 
nothing more nor less than that degree of 
sovereignty and integrity which is at 
present the lot of Manchoukuo, a country 
under Japanese military, political and 
economic domination. ‘To accept such a state 
of affairs in conditions such as prevail at 
the present moment would indicate that the 
Chinese government is completely bankrupt 
of morale, and would mean the acceptance of 
‘a doctrine of defeatism which up to the 
present Chiang Kai-shek and those who 
Support him have shown no signs of being 
willing to accept.

AS the time for the prepar 
tion of the new Budget draws near, and the 
Inecessity of bridging the gap between normal 
revenue and the increased expenditure for 
national defence becomes more urgent, the im- 
portance of Great Britain's financial system can- 
not, in Sir John Simon's words, be exaggerated, 
1 a5 is thought likely, recourse is had to some 
{form of Government borrowing, conditions a 
{fortunately such as to enable ihis to be done 
without risk either of inflation of prices of of 
disturbance in the financial market. ‘The 
Jamounts required for national defence are no

Mr. G.'S. ‘Moss has had a long and honourable 
career in the British Consular Service in 
China, and has made a host of friends in all 
places where he has been stationed. He has, 
naturally, ‘been having a portieularly dimeult 
time in Hankow of late, and it is to be assumed 
that the honour bestowed upon him has been 
im recognition not only of his career as a 
Whole butof this last fact as well. Mr. W. S, King, 
of Messrs, Harrisons, King & Irwin, of Shang 
hai, Is an old resident, who for some years 
past has rendered excelient service asa mem- 
ber of Sino-British Board of Trustees, administer- 
Ing the British Boxer Indemnity, He has also 
rendered good service to the local community 
as a member of the S. M. Council, and the 
Committee of the British Chamber’ of Com- 
merce and his Commandership of the Order 
‘of the British Empire will be regarded by his 
many friends as a distinction which has been 
well-earned. Amongst the other honours 
which have been granted it is interesting 
fo note that the Order of Merit has been con- 
ferred upon Sir James Jeans the famous sclent- 
Ist, author of “The Stars in thelr Courses,” and 
other well known works. The grant of a 
peerage to Mr. Cecll Harmsworth elevates the 
third “of that family, for he is the younger 
brother of the late Lord Northcliffe, and of 
Lord Rothermere, having commenced to earn 
hls own distinetion not as a newspaper baron, 
wat as a former Under-Secretary of Stale for 
Foreign Affairs.

E. F. Millar, of The Border Rogi- 
ment, now with the British General Sta, who 
flso ‘served in Palestine before coming to 
Shanghai. Colonel F. R. W. Graham, the former 
Commandant of the 8.V.C.. came from Palestine 
where he commanded The Royal Ulster Riftes for 
three years. Colonel J, W. Hornby, the present 
Commandant, was somewhat geonraphically akin 
‘because he served in Somaliland before assuming 
command of the S.V.C. after a short leave in 
England.

Peace on the Boundaries 


Peace brooded with amazing complacency 
along Shanghai's international frontiers during 
the week-end. In other parts of China it may 
not have existed according to the precise prin- 
‘ciple of the Christian festival—and many other 
frontiers of the world continued to maintain 
thelr dangerous tension—but not so In this area, 
‘Crossing from the Settlement into Japanese 
controlled territory, the observer could not. 
avold being impressed by the civility and court 
fesy of the Japanese guards. It did seem that 
they entered Into the spirit of the season with 
a degree of humanity contrasting so vividly 
with other periods of the year when unfortunate 
Ineldents make conditions so uncertain. At the 
Great Western Road crossing, where there was 
a heavy volume of trafc, even the charred 
ruins of houses throughout the countryside 
lost some of their harshness. On one 
side, the British guard was in cheerful 
mood with a pleasant salute or a Christmas| 
greeting to everybody passing over the | line, 
Jand on the other side, in spite of road obstacles 
which make driving a dificult feat, the Japanese 
also had a cheerful wave for travellers. It Is 
reported that one Hungjao resident, exercising 
fan exceedingly wide broadmindedness, visited 
both posts and distributed Christmas favours 
which were highly appreciaied. Lifting of the 
curfew and a liberal distribution of provisional 
passes to hive cars helped to make access to the 
restricted areas much easier and enabled people 
fo get outside the crowded confines of the 
Settlement. ‘These restrietions are to be lifted 
for-several days, and as nothing alarming seems 
to have happened or is likely to happen, if 
these distriets can be opened satisfactorily. for 
a few days, they ought to be opened up per- 
manently. With the war front, now quiescent, 
some hundreds of ‘miles away’ from Shanghai, 
every day merely adds weight to the view that 
there is no logical reason why this form of 
Internment should continue to be inflicted on 
this district, 

















A Welcome Move 


‘The report that the Japanese authorities 
intend reopening Seckingjao Golf Course to 
players within the course of the next few days 
{s one of the most welcome pieces of news that 
has emanated from north of Soochow Creek 
for many n long month past. Tt was inevitable 
that when hostilities “commenced the course 
would be closed to the foreigners who have 
found so much enjoyment on it, and there was 
Probably some degree of justice in the Japanese 
attitude concerning the desirability of keeping 
Wt closed so long as they had an aerodrome 
situated in the close vicinity. It was a case In 
which the plea of “military necessity” carried 
a degree of conviction, though there Was natur- 
fally some annoyance ‘felt that after that had 
disappeared there was still an indication of 
reluctance on the part of the Japanese authori- 
fies to restore the course to the Golf Club. 
‘This gesture coming at the time it does is all 
the more to be heartily welcomed as being one 
fof those steps of which the taking of a com- 
paratively few more would do so much towards 
Improving relations between local foreigners 
and the Japanese. It is fortunate, perhaps, 
that golf has proved so popular in Japan itself, 











for thereby the Japanese hed an excellent 
‘opportunity of realizing what the deprivation 





of one of the courses meant to the large num- 
ber of players in Shanghai. With all the best 
intentions in the world many foreigners have 
felt that the continued failure of the Japanese 
{to restore of 

a. spirit of 
[storation should serve greatly to remove whai 
‘may after all be a misunderstanding. It is 
but natural that Shanghai will regard this 
gesture as a favourable augury for the future, 
The Japanese can still do so much to remove 
existing causes of friction, In connection with 
lother aspects of Shanghai's activities that every 
move they make in this direction must natur- 
ally promote most favourable reactions. The 
return of Seckingjao may be avery small 
mercy, but it is none the less a welcome one 
Jas suggesting the early satisfaction of other 
[desires along similar tines. 


















The Jewish Refugees 


‘The “North-China Daily News" is very 
[deed to set at rest the canard which has been cur- 
rent for some days to the effeet that the Chin 
[General Omnibus Co. was contemplating dis- 
[charging certain of its Russian employees and 
[giving their jobs to some of the newly arrived 
refugees. It Is unfortunate that the rumour 
was ever allowed to gain currency, for it Is 
quite clear that the best Interests of Shanghai 
lie in doing everything to prevent any outbreak 
lof anti-Jewish sentiment in this city. It would 
Ihave been a good thing if some form of au- 
thoritative action could have been taken to 
prevent that descent of large numbers of 
refugees upon this port, but as things stand 
this has been impossible, and Shanghai has 
been obliged willy-nilly to accept large nuni- 
bers of destitute people at a time when its 
Jwell known generosity has been placed under 
severe strain by the Sino-Japanese hostilities. 
Or late there has been much speculation con- 
cerning the possibility of the replacement of 
IGentile labour by some of the Jewish refugees. 
It should be made quite plain from the outset 
that this proceeding is wholly undesirable, and 
that any employer doing such a thing is render- 
ing a definite disservice to the community ts 
x whole. Racial discrimination can only invite 
Fetaliation, and when this is realized it can be 
readily understood that i stich a practice. 1s 
permitted to rule in Shanghai a state of affairs 
fwill be brought about which will be deplorable. 
JA great deal of Shanghal’s prosperity in the 
past has been due to the manner in which the 
Various communities have been able to co- 
operate and to the good understanding which 
has prevailed amongst them, If the advent of 
these refugees Is to throw the apple of discord 
jinto the midst of Shanghai, and to set com- 
munity against community’ the results may 
very well prove tragic, and militate against the 




















future return of that prosperity for which 
[Shanghal as a whole so devoutly hopes. It Is 
fobvious that the absorption of the thousands 
lof refugees who are expected Into the economle 
ie of Shanghai’ must of necessity ‘be a slow 
process, slower. perhaps, than in the case 
the Russians. ‘That Shanghai faces a dificult 
Jproblem with regard to these newcomers is 
clear, but it must be remembered thet many 
for them are of that class of man who may in 
the not very distant future very considerably 
snrich the community with thelr knowledge 
Jand ability.

Big Drop in Population, Chinese City Cleaned 
Out; Yangtze Closure Stifing Foreign Trade 
By A Comsronsent 


CONDITIONS in Hankow are graphically desegibed in this article 
by a correspondent who has had unusual opportunities of 


witnessing and investigating ever 
occupation of the area by the 


ints as they have occurred since 
Japanese military. This article 


applies only to Hankow. Conditions in Wuchang and Hanyang— 
cities which have been almost entirely abandoned by the Chinese 


people—are different and find 
describes the general situation. 
It must first of all be noted that 
the population of Hankow at the time 
of the Japanese occupation had 
Gropped to a generally coeepted Agure 
fof about 150,000 persons, oF one-fifth 
of the normal population. None had 
expected so vast a depopulation, and 
Whither the multitude went remains a 
mystery. ‘The advent of the Japanese 
found practically this entire survival 
‘of population within the confines of 
the foreign areas, the normal popula- 
tion of which is about 40,000 persons. 
‘One of the frst steps taken by the

Six weeks have elapsed since the 
occupation of Hankow and the re- 
‘opening of the river remains as dis 
fant problem as ever. Local 
Japanese have been quoted as saying 
that the river would be closed for the 
duration of the “war” and that is 
probably the real intention, Military 
Reeessity and dangers of navigation 
fre pleaded as the cause but, in all 
honesty, that must needs fail fo carry 
conviction, for it Is known that after 
fone month of occupation 33200 Jpan- 
tse craft of all sorts and sizes were 
observed to have entered the port. 
‘Of these 305 were ocean-going ships 
catimated to average slightly under 
‘$000 tons, and drawing up to 25 feet. 
‘Obviously, too, the shipping companies 
who specialize in this trade are, far 
better equipped with  shallow-dratt 
craft, suitable for the low-water 
Season, than the Japanese, who have 
setually lost many of the craft built 
Specifically for the river trade, 

‘Not all the stores that ean be ob- 
served coming ashore in a ceaseless 
stream are of a military, or even of 
Semi-military, character, and as time 
passes, thelr non-military character 
becomes increasingly evident. It is 
true that as yet Jepanese goods are 
‘not in common display in shops, but 
itis unlikely that that will be long 
deterred. 

‘Probably there is not a foreigner in 
Hankow who seriously doubts that the 
closure of the river is intended solely 
fo stifle the trade of the foreign mer- 
chant. ‘They ere convinced that it 
Will be fully opened to Japanese trade 
&s soon as Japanese merchants are in 
‘2 position to resume trade and their 
nancial and currency | afrange- 
ments have been completed. To the 
foreign merchants it will be re-opened. 
fat such time and on such terms as 
the Jupanese choose to dictate. ‘The 
lume has not yet come and the terms 
cannot yet be put into execution. 

‘The closure of the river is.the em- 
bodiment and the focal point of the 
foreigner's grievances. Clearly, how-

‘Mall Dimteulties 

So long as the river remains closed, 
the foreign community are dependent 
fon the courtesy of the Japanese, di- 
Feet or indirect, for the transportasion 
‘of their mails.” Such courtesy, when 
Shown, has been sparse and diserimi- 
hhatory and at least one Consulate has 
found, and then only on protest and

Proposals to Care for Hordes of Unfortunates 
By Organizing Needed Industries 





er, who has just returned from the neighbourhood of Changsha 
‘and they deal with the efforts of civilians and the National Gov- 
ernment who have as their goal the organization of 30,000 In- 
dustrial Co-operatives in Chinese occupied territory, partly to 
solve the refugee problem and partly {o rehabilitate the nation. 


It is early in the evening as the 
train pulls out of Changsha for its 
trip east to Kinhwa, two to three 
days away. What a nightmare were 
those last days of departure from 
the skeleton city that once held halt 
a million people. Yet, even as we 
move out, the forms of hundreds of 
labourers, men and women, can be 
seen clearing the débris from the 
Streets and picking over the black 
ruins of solid blocks of buildings. 
Most of the populace has, of course. 
run away and. scattered, but just 
where no one can say. 

‘As usual: the train is very full, the 
‘coaches being piled high with families 
and their bundles of possessions. 
Quite a few, I understand, are former 
Changsha people—small business own- 
‘ers and. workers—who returned 10 
see what was left of their properties 
‘and "now are convinced that life on 
‘a more normal scale will have to 
bbe carried on elsewhere, One wond- 
ders what they can find going east, 
for many refugees are also pouring 
‘west and down the Canton Hankow 
Tine from the vicinily of Changsha, 
Shaoyang,, in south-western Hunan, is 
fa gathering place because it is a bus 
terminal and refugee centre, but I did 
not get down there this year to see 
conditions for myself. 

Search for Sples 

‘The regular _through-train ~ no 
onger passes through Nanchang, but 
instead crosses the Kankiang at 
Changshu, about 45 miles due south. 
At this busy crossing I left the train 
‘and passed through the usual rigid 
examination of baggage and papers. 
Since the place is under a constant 
Spy scare, the officials hunt specially 
for maps and photographs. Here 7 
boarded a bus going south to Kian, 
about 75 miles away, where Thad 
some businessmen to see, Up this 
valley many wounded soldiers are 
sent by bus, truek and river boat 
to be distributed to smaller com= 
munities for convalescence. T soon 
Tearned what the wounded had to 
endure over the roads of southern 
Kiangsl. Of course trucks had—or 
rather, took—the right of way, but 
such progress must had made some 
fof the wounded think twice about 
their chances of cure. 

"The bus road follows the Kankiang 
valley winding betwoen sharp hills 
that come close to the water and 
thus often Ieave little level space for 
Tevel cultivation, In summer this is 
rice and tea country, but now the 
brown, hard stalks’ of beans and 
wheat ‘push through the soil. Every- 
where there are people moving, most 
of them the tail end of the Yangtze 
Valley refugee groups. 

These are the poorest of course, 
those who could afford to move hav- 
ing done so long ago, Every so often 
‘one would soe a family resting by 
the side of the road with thelr goods 
dumped well off the highway and 
perhaps a wheelbarrow or even a 

+ Flekshaw showing how the people and 
their bolongings were carried. By 
far the greatest number, howover, 
had to bear themselves and their 
property on foot. 

Industrial Co-operatives 

It was In now-bustling Kian, where 
1 soon ‘finished my business, that T 
‘came upon one of the frst real evid. 
ences of something worthwhile being 
done in this situation ‘The tea 
merchant with whom I had to deal 
explained how the hordes of un- 
fortunates were to be taken care of. 
Just two weeks ago it seems that a 
foreigner and a Chinese had come to 
the town and posted notices about 
Industrial co-operatives and the need 
for workers. ‘This was, of course, 
muste to the ears of these streams of 
refugees and also for the local people 
unable to send out their goods, main- 
ly teas and ramie bre, through the 
usual route via Nanchang and Kiu- 
Kiang, 

‘All day long, ever since the two 
‘men hat put up their first notice, 
crowds of would-be workers had 
pushed into the small store that had 
been opened as an office." Both men. 
had been making talks to. the groups 
of people and had actually begun 
Tending money for operations, ‘This, 
latter point seemed to impress the 
whole ‘town, normally some 60,000 
people, with the strangeness of the 
project, but the assurances of the 
local oMcials had gone far to dispel 
the natural suspicion in the minds 
of these country folk. It was impos- 
sible to get much more news from 
my friend, for his thoughts could not 
pass beyond the notion of someone 
handing out money right and left. 























Leaders Very Busy 

I was not long in doubt, however, 
for on a little side street 1 come 
upon the office in question and found 
the two men who were leaders of the 
‘movement, Although both were ex- 
tremely busy they greeted me warm- 
ly and invited me to have lunch with 
them and also share their rooms for 
the night in case my bus back to) 
Changshu did not leave that day—an 
offer which, by the way, T was very 
grateful to have received, for they 
had anticipated conditions. correctly. 
The foreigner. Mr, Raymond Holcomb, 
and the Chinese, Mr. Lee Wang-pel, 
hhad both been engineers in Canton 
but had joined the co-operatives. at 
the request of Mr. Alley, Associate 
Director of the Association, who had, 
they. Informed me, lived at one time 
in_ Shanghai. 

‘During our Chinese meal they 
spoke eagerly and at great length 
fof the progress of their work to start| 
heeded’ industries in the rich but 
[backward Kiangsi region. They were 
working closely with the Kiangsi 
[Refugee Relief Association and the| 
Bureau of Rural Reconstruction 
which had mapped out the distriet 
25" miles south at Taiho for land 
developmént by refugees. But farm 
placement was only a small portion 
fof the present need. for goods were 
wanted in large quantities immediate- 
lly for the people of the region. who 
Were now cut off from outside sour 
‘ees. of supply. 

Tt was to fll this requirement that 
{the industrial co-operative movement| 
had been launched. Many things| 
were in the favour of the movement 
according to my enthusiastic hosts, 
since the people were anxiom ond 
fable to work, there were many who 
needed goods. and the region had 
large amounts of raw materials and 
resources not yet touched. As Hol- 
comb expressed it, “The place is very 
ich, but the people conservative. 
‘They are living on the top of im- 
‘mense wealth, but stay poor. Iron, 
coal, lead, zine, manganese, tungsten, 
woltram, ‘sliver, gold, indigo, hemp 
‘and tobacco ean be obtained.’ There 
fare, however no machine shops 
except one refugee one from  Nan- 
chang which has a hand-turned 
lathe." 

‘Time and Ingenuity Required 

‘Thus, the difliculties that presented 
themselves would take time and 
Ingenuity to solve, for education on 
the co-operative scheme was required, 
power had to be developed and har- 
essed to locally-made machines, and 
{technical skill had to discovered and 
used, “Meanwhile,” Mr. Holcomb con- 
tinued, “the co-operatives were set 
ting up small units on old-time, for~ 
gotten lines until the modern style 
‘equipment should be made. This 
‘was the key to the great progress that 
had been achieved so far, and. this. 
was the method used to put people on 
their own feet In the shortest time 
possible.” 

‘When I asked about the progress: 
made so far, Mr. Holcomb told me| 
that four main headquarters had’ 
been established in free territory 
since August, 1998, and that altogether 
there wene well over 100 actual pro- 
‘ducing units to date. The scheme 
was {o use the local resources as| 
much as possible because transporta- 
tion was so uncertain, and thus in| 
Kian ‘co-operatives had been estab- 
fished to produce such things as 
sandals from rice straw, river boats, 
‘matches, paper, ofl from tea and 
seed-plants, and a remarkable new 
cloth of ramle Abre and cotton. 


Japanese Goods on Sale 

After lunch the three of us went 
to the main oflce, from where I was 
to go out to visit the co-operative 
shop for making small river boats. 
‘On'the way my two guides showed 
‘me Japanese goods in the local stores, 
such as enamelware, silk stockings, 
cotion towelling, soap and matches, 
all of which had penetrated into this 
for-away district under Chinese or| 
ther trade marks, ‘The things were 
cheap, and since people had come to 
‘depend on them, their buying habits 
had become fixed. One of the hard- 
fst tasks, a8 Mr, Lee pointed out, was 
to educate the people into not buying 
Japanese products and thus support-| 
ing the war against their own land 
‘and livelihoods: it_was the argument 
pretty generally that to use cheaper| 
Japanese articles allowed more money 
to. go for supporting the Chinese| 



































cause, for the people did not under. 
Sand that they themselves could 


[make many of their own things or 
jelse do without such modern goods 
Jas flashlights, elastic garters, mechan- 
ical toys and rubberized shoes. 

Tn a way the movement might be 
looked on as an effort to turn the 
‘clock back instead of giving support 
{to the other side's medernized indus~ 
{trial machine. But turning the clock 
back here to produce native goods, 
means turning out articles where no| 
others now exist by those who have| 
no source of income. This, Mr. Lee| 
acrured me, was the Important point 
{6 keep in mind. 


Co-operative Sampan Bullaing 

Down aling the river bank, where 
It dipped nearer the water's edge, 1 
‘came upon a boat building shop of 
‘about 30 men engaged in various 
stages of sampan construction, ‘The 
outside of the place was decorated 
with a new sign in the shape off an 
Inverted triangle and a cloth stream- 
er announeing this to be a Chinese 
{industrial co-operative workshop, ‘The 
foreman was” an experience boat 
builder who had formerly been in. 
Hangchow and who was now carry- 
Ing on with his workers and the 
stock of tools they had brought with 
‘them, . 

‘The Kian ofice had lent this car- 
penter $850 at 8 per cent. for one 
year, for which loan all the people 
were responsible and all the tools’ 
were to be held in security. The 
money was chiefly to buy nearby 
‘timber and to make early rent pay- 
ments on the little shop, for, since 
river transport was booming, boats 
were in great demand, No boats had 
Leen finished yet so that the men 
were living on thein own resources 
end from the advances of the chief 
‘carpenter, but the money from the 
sales was’ to be divided equitably 
famong the workers after expenses. 
had been met from the common fund. 

‘Thus, each man was working not 
only for himself, but also from 
‘everyone else so that there was 
‘always @ very present incentive | to 
keep on the Job. It was the initial 
loan on the unusually low interest 
rate that had given these people 
their start, but it was up to them to 
keep themselves going. 

‘The rest of the afternoon I passed 
in walking out in the countryside 
‘among the hills and seeing the quiet 
farm villages each with its local 
‘emple well kept up. Here the 
terror of war had not yet appeared 
‘and from what I could make out 
from the local farmers’ dialect, it 
was all. still very’ very far away. 
The Japanese they would resist, 
but the main things from day to day 
were the problems of living and of 
‘meeting one’s debts. 

‘One old farmer claimed that the 
lerowds of refugee people recently 
Seltled in the region might bring 
with them some banditry, for the 
memories of the “Red Spears” were 
SU strong here of the westward 
farch of the Communists from 
Fukien. “Already he had heard that 
further to the south a family village 
had some pigs stolen by a gang 
that attacked the swineherd out in 
the hills. And so the afternoon 
went. 

‘The next morning I caught’ my 
‘bus and Fode north back to Chang- 
shu, now a bustling city of military 
‘defence and railroad. transportation. 
It occurred to me that should 























‘chang fall to the Japanese the quiet | 


Tittle villages tucked away in the 
hills and perched high above the 
clear-flowing Kan River would soon 
‘enough come to have a real interest 
in the war apart from a general 
infriendliness to the strange refugees 
from the outside world. 

From Changshu the little railway 
cars jerked and  clattered up to 
Kinhwa perched among its grassy 
hills and now transformed into the 
provincial capital with a number of 
offices and bureaus of all sorts. 
From Kinhwa a crowded bus and 
boat trip made a roundabout journey 
to Ningpo, where T got a steamship 
to Shanghai and thus completed 
a trip of six days.

Frost Our Own Commsroxoex? 
(Delayed in Transit) 
Siangtan, Nov. 27. 

‘The fall of Canton and Wuhan 
struck fear into all the Hunanese, 
Jand since then events have been pro-| 
feeeding with great rapidity to an al- 
Jmost complete evacuation of » the 
population of this large city. The| 
JChangsha fire was the final’ thing 
[that seemed almost overnight to fill 
‘the streets and roads, trains and cars, 
Jwhere there were any, full to over-| 
flowing. There were 4,000 refugees 
[from outside the province, and 
‘wounded soldiers in several different 
/hospitals were to be evacuated at one 
ime. 

‘Since there have been alarms every] 
Jday for days, the services| 
Ihave been held at 9 am., for most of 
{the alarms come after ten. One Sun- 
‘day in October the few worshippers 
that came were kept waiting for five 
hhours ‘because the alarm lasted that 
ong. 

‘The four churches of the city have 
united in trying to get their member-| 
ship into places of safety. All these 
[Christians had been provided with| 
refugee badges and with that they’ 
could get free transportation on. the| 
rain to Siangsiang, to. which place 
]most of the Church of Christ in China| 
Jmembers have gone, and to places| 
in the country. Col. Spear of | the 
British Embassy came through Siang- 
tan on November 15 and spent one 
night, on his way South to Hengyang, 
‘and Kweilin, and he hoped to. get 
Jout to Hongkong. He watehed the 
Changsha ‘fire for four hours. from 
HLMS. Wootsniper. He had taken 
Jsome pictures but had to leave 
them behind.

A good many people in America 
‘and Europe seem to cherish the idea 
that while Japan may be _ strong] 
enough in fighting, her economic 
structure Is not sound because she 
thas few natural resourees. These 
people seem to think that the way to 
oerce Jnpan is to stant an economic 
‘war against her, 

Tt is only a few years ayo that 
these same people were announcing 
that Japan would strain herself 
seriously by undertaking single-hand- 
4 to develop the then newly-founded 
Slate of Manchoukuo. Evidently a 
Similar notion now prevails abroad 
Japan's present conflict in China. 








Forelgn Reasoning 

It may be natural for Europeans 
and Americans to follow this line of 
thought. The main reason for the 
obstinate prolongation of hostilities, 
which Gen, Chiang Kai-shek has not 
yet abandoned, is the acceptance of 
{hig bellet which is still "held by 
Europeans and Americans. The Chi- 
nese leader apparently thinks that 
the longer his régime resists Japan, 
the weaker Japan will become eco- 
nomically, and that eventually Japan. 
ean. be crushed. 

Mr. Chamberlain's statement in the 
House of Commons may have been. 
intended for home consumption. 
Also, however, it may be regarded 
‘as representing the idea generally: 
held abroad that Japan can do little 
without borrowing money from Bri- 








Now the fact of the matter is that 
the economic strength of the Japanese 
nation, in which our people's cap- 
ability for development and con- 
struction is so important a factor, is| 
fnot at all unsound and unstable, as 
Europeans and Americans, and the 


{| Chinese, seem to believe. 


‘Japan didnot suffer a financial 
breakdown asa result of her com- 
mitments in founding the state of 
}Manchoukuo, contrary to the perhaps 
wishful thinking indulged In in some’ 
Jquarters abroad. ‘The present conflict 
with China Is on a very much larger: 
scale, and yet the world should know 
that ‘Japan, financially and economt- 
eally, 1s as sound as before. 

‘Japan has attained unqualified 
success in her development of Tal- 
‘wan and Chosen. This success is due 
tothe hard work of the Japanese 
people, and we are not in any way 
indebted for It to the financiers of 
[Europe or America.

‘Therefore if we succeed in effec- 
tively readjusting China's trade re- 
Tations, the work of reconstructing 
ind developing that country can be 
‘accomplished ‘without 
Single penny from foreign capitalists. 

China's aggregate exports and im- 
ports in 1096, the year before that in 
Which the hostilities started, were

flashlights on'the motorists. Most of 
those ‘robbed had attended a party 
at the Columbia Country Club and 
wore riding south on Columbia Road 
when stopped. ‘They were in five cars 
and were robbed within the. briet 
Space of twenty minutes, between 
8.15 and 835 p.m.

Dewey, which was in 
New Orleans at the same time, were 
sent to seize German steamers which 
were interned in the harbour, namely 
the Breslau and the Andromeda, and 
these vessels later became the USS. 
Bridgeport and Bath. Sometime later 
further deatchments from the Sacra 
‘mento seized three Austrian ships, the 
‘Anna, Teresa and Louise. 

‘From New Orleans the Sacramento 
was sent north to patrol the New 
England coast and it was on May 8 
1917 that she picked up an $0.8, 
from the British molorship Sebastian 
fon fire at sea, Following a quick 
@aeh to the stricken ship, the Suera- 
‘mento removed 36 men'and an ate 
tempt was made to tow the Sebastian 
{to port. ‘This proved impossible and 
she was sunk’ by gunfire from the 
warship. 

‘On Juno 1917, the Sacramento went 
to the assistance of the U.S. Olym- 
pla, which had run aground on Ger- 
Derus Shoal, off Long Island, and di 
ing the following month she entered 
the Brooklyn Navy Yards to be dtted 
out for foreign service. She sailed 
for France with a convoy on July 22, 

Rescues . 

After reaching Gibraltar the Sacra 
mento co-operated with the Royal 
Navy until August 17, when she was. 
engened in patrol work In the Medi- 
terranean, In the same year the 
Sacramento assisted H.M.S, Celendino 
in saving the erew of a. torpedoed 
British steamer, the ss, Swance 
River. Another ‘rescue she effected 
was when the British steamer Suba- 
dor was torpedoed and sunk-on July 
27, 1918, 

‘After the signing of the Armistica 
the Sacramento spent one month 
‘making routine trips between Bizerta, 
‘nd Lisbon and on December 11. she 
slarted for Ameries, reaching New 
Orleans on January 9, 1019. During 
her sixteen months away from home 
the ship travelled no less than 60,000 
miles and out of 02 days spent at 
sea, she escorted 483 ships through 
danger areas with but the loss of 
fone vessel. 

April 1919 found the Sacramento at 
Archangel and she spent _ several 
months in this port before returning 
to the Uniled States. During tho 
ext two years the vessel eruised in 
the Caribbean and Central American 
waters with the US. Special Service 
Squadron,

In 1921 the Sacramento came to 
China and remained in these waters 
until 1929 when she was despatehed 
to the Philippines to suppress the 
Moro uprising there.

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OBITUARIES 


Mr, A. C. E, Braud 
Shanghai, Dec. 29. 

‘The news has reached Shanghai 6t| 
the untimely death of Mr. A.C. E- 
Braud, formerly Commissioner of the| 
Shanghai Customs, who passed away 
Jat Nice, on November 26, in his 53th 
year. 

Born at Fontainebleau (France) on| 
February 5, 1883, the late Mr. Braud 
first came to China in 1901 to join the 
Chinese ‘Maritime Customs, in whieh 
administration he completed the full 
period of 25 years service before being 
/Superannuated in December, 1936. Mr. 
[Braud's administrative career was a 
most distinguished ons. His clear 
mind, sound judgment and firmness of 
Jcharacter, made him an outstanding 
Mgure and soon marked him out. for' 
selection to the higher posts in the 
Customs Service. 

‘Work on “Customs Code” 

On his return from the Great War 
in 1918, Dr. Braud was appointed to! 
the Shanghai Customs where he was 
responsible for the initial attempt. at 
the codification of Customs regulations 
Jond procedure which resulted in the 
present "Customs Code™ which has. 
[proved of such valuable assistance to 
the public and Customs stat 
He also played an important share in 
planning’ the Improvements in local 
Customs procedure, necessitated by 
the expansion of the trade following| 
the War and the introduction in 1919 
of a revised Import Tariff which| 
ultimately culminated in the institu- 
tion of the Appraising Department at| 
the Shanghai Customs, and other main 
ports 

‘A Chinese scholar of no mean dis- 
{tinetion, Mr. Braud was called by the’ 
late Inspecior-General, “Sir Francis 
‘Aglen, to take up the post of Chinese: 
[Seereiary at the Inspectorate General. 
which post he retained for a period 
Jor over five years. In 1929. Mr. Braud 
‘was placed in charge of the Canton| 
‘Customs and remained in that import 
nt office during the eventful period 
Which followed until 1932. In March| 
1933, he earned the distinction of being| 
selected by the, present Inspector- 
JGeneral, Sir Frederick Maze. for the 
post of Commissioner of the Shanghai 
Customs which he held until January’ 
1935 when he procceded on leave. On| 
his return to China, he 
to the Inspectorate-Ger 

jal Secretary, being thus entrusted 
by the Inspector” General with 
primary responsibility for the custody | 
fof the Customs Revenue and. the scr 
vice of foreign and national  loans| 
secured thereon. “He occupied this 
post until December 1936, when his| 
lusefulness to the Customs Service and| 
to China was cut short by the inexor- 
fable service career limit 


Distinguished War Record 

Mr. Braud's record of war service 
was no less brilliant, “Having joined 
up in August 1914 as a private in the] 
J4th Regiment d'Intanterie Coloniale 
in which unit he served until the end 
jot the war, he. was promoted ‘Sub- 
Lieutenant in October 1915 and Liet 
tenant In October 1917. Most of 
war service was spent in the firing| 
Hine in France and in Macedonia, He| 
‘was severely wounded on two occa- 
sions and received the Meédaille Mili 
faire and the Croix de Guerre for 
gallantry in action. 

In 1933, the French Government 
appointed him a Chevalier de la 
Légion d'Honneur and the Order of 
the. Brilliant Jade (Sth class) was! 
Jconferred on ‘him by the Chinese 
Government in’ 1837. 

Mr. Braud’s personal charm, his 
sincerity and his unfailing loyalty: won 
him a large circle of friends of all 
ationalities, and many will mourn his| 
‘death as an irreparable loss. 

Married in February 1928 to Made-| 
moiselle Ginette Gerber. sister-in-law 
to M. Lepissier, now French Consul-| 
[General at Tientsin, Mr. Bratid was 
left a widower by his wife's untimely 
Jdeath in 1091. He leaves a brother, 
IM. Arthur Braud, who lives at 
‘Antibes. France. 


Mr, Erik Tollefsen

bi that Mr. Erik Tollefsen, former 
Co-Director Genefal of Chinese 
Pests, passed away on December 22 
while ‘at Estoril, ‘outside Lisbon, 
where he and his wife were to spend 
the winter, Heart failure was the 
cctse of his death.

Health Report for November 


‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
reports i— 

The health condition of the Town| 
during the month of November could| 
hardly be deseribed as. satisfactory, 
‘Whilst cholera rapidly diminished and| 
almost disappeared during the month, | 
its place was Immediately taken by 
smallpox. 

‘There can be no doubt that the con- 
[tinuous epidemie conditions obtaining 
fn this town are in all probability due | 
to the greatly increased population | 
placed into on area already’ grossly 
overcrowded. 

Preventive measures under such’ 
circumstances can hardly be sald to 
be given a fair chance, and, especial- 
ly in regard to the smallpox’ outbreak, 
it Is of interest to note that enquiries| 
indicate that the majority of the pre- 
sent sulferers from this disease have | 
‘drifted into town during the summer| 
‘months when vaccination 1s discon- 
‘tinued, owing to the fact that success. 
ful takes are rare in the summer and| 
‘the continuation of vaccination would| 
give a false sense of security. 

It should also be noted that many 
cases of smallpox have been (and are| 
being) sent to the International 
Settlement for hospitalization from 
‘the surrounding country, in some in- 
stances many miles {rom Shanghai, 
the furthest known distance being a) 
‘case from Wusieh. 

‘The total number of cases of small- 
‘pox in Shanghai includes those of 
large number of persons who havi 
contracted the disease elsewhere, and 
fof a not inconsiderable number’ who 
have actually been smuggled into the: 
International Settlement with the dis- 
‘ease in active form. 

It Is clear that nothing short of a 
system of compulsory vaccination and 
re-vaccination is the only thing which 
will bring this dangerous disease | 
lunder reasonable control. In fact, 
the population who at present have 
the greatest protection against small- 
pox are the refugees in organized 
camps. 

‘The vaccination campaign has been| 
pushed during the month with the 
result that the various unite of this 
Department have vaccinated 141,000 
persons. In addition, a satisfactory | 
feature isthe assisiance ‘given by 
{foreign firms, Japanese corporations| 
jand charitable institutions, who have| 
between them, vaccinated 34510 per- 
sons. 

‘As a resull, during the month im- 
‘munity has been conferred on a tolal 
of 170,416 persons. 

A study of the vaccination Agures| 
Jamongst eases of smallpox  indicates| 
‘the probable value of this step, since| 
the great majority of persons con- 
tracting smallpox have ‘either never 
been vaccinated or have only been 
vaccinated in infancy. A fairly large 
Proportion of refugees have been 
Vaccinated this year. At a casual] 

snce this might seem to indicate in- 
suflcient protection offered by the| 
vvaceine, were it not for the fact that| 
‘the majority of these persons present] 
the features of an extremely mild 
‘attack of smallpox, together with 
‘Yaccine take ot the same time. fi 
other words, the arrival of the Vac- 
‘cination Squad has been preceded by 
‘an infection from another case. ‘These 
eases being uniformly mild, it may| 
‘be said that the vaccination, instead 
lof being unsuccessful, has in’all pro- 
ability saved lives amongst this 
group. . 

In regard to the other activities of 
{the Depariment, delousing campaign 
Jamongst refugees and other persons, 
Hable to contract typhus has con- 
‘Unwed in full force and 3477 persons| 
hhave been bathed, and 20,730 articles 
disinfected. “Typhius has continued to 

ve an extremely low incidence, but 
it is not as yet possible to suggest 
that this is in any way due to the| 
above, preventive measures since its 
neldénee would normally be low at 
the present time.

The chairman 
further stated that the entire, share 
capital of the “Far Eastern” had 
been acquired by The Yangtsze In- 
surance Association, Limited and 
their nominees and ‘iccordingly the 
meeting was merely a formal one 
for the purpose of authorizing ‘he 
liquidation recommended by” the 
divectors. 

Resolutions were then proposed, 
seconded and carried unanimously, 
authorising the “voluntary winding 
up" of the “Far Eastern” and the ap:

1 will not take 
Ja large space in this paper and ex- 
plain how this “reform” reached such 
lamentable results. If the super-

during ‘the cold period he would 
easily’ understand his mistakes. 

1 will poin, out only the followin, 
luxe “only remaining protection from 
the north-west winds, are the thick 
Jevergreen bushes on ihe west side of 
the garden; but there is not a single 
bench. Amahs and foreign children, 
looking for protection from the wind, 
take seat near the bushes on the cold, 
Jdamp ground, putting down a piece 
Jct paper. ‘The moral responsibiligy: 
for the possible colds and sicknesses 
Jot the children and the amahs must 
be on the conscience of the unsucces: 
ful “reformer.” 

It would be desirable that next 
Jspring, when some planting will be 
made,’ all these mistakes should be 
repaired.

Before Mr. 1. 7. Morris, H.M. Coroner| 
(Werdiet of aceldental death) 


Shanghai, Dee. 29, 

‘Two Japanese consular policemen 
and two Japanese witnesses attended 
‘an inquest held at HA. Court yester- 
day morning on the body of Narain 
Singh, police cook at the’ Wayside 
station, who was knocked down and 
killed by a Japanese owned and 
driven ‘car on Seaward Road on. 
December 23. During the enquiry 
which was conducted by Mr. I. T. 
‘Morris, FLM. Coroner, the consular 
Policemen ‘ook notes of the evidence 
aiven by the two Japanese witnesse 

‘According to the Japanese chauffeur 
‘of the car, his vehicle was proceed- 
ing along ‘the rond at a speed of 
about 25 miles an hour, and. his 
Ughts “were on. ‘When another car 
was approaching he dimmed his 
Ughts and as he switched them on to 
full pawer again, he noticed an 
Indian on a bicycle on the lett side 
of the road. “He sounded his horn 
‘nd the Indian" suddenly swerved 
into his path. Applying his brakes he 
‘was “unable to avold the man and 
knocked him down, 

‘Witness went on to state that he 
vand his passenger immediately jump- 
‘ed out of the car and placed the 
Injured man inside and. conveyed 
him to a Japanese hospital, where 
they Tearned that he was in a serl- 
‘ous condition. Next they took him 
to Hongkew Police station where 
they reported the aceident. ‘The 
Indian died on the way from the 
Police station to hospital. The Japan~ 
‘se passenger in the car substantiated 
‘the ‘evidence of the driver. 

‘An Indian cook, also employed at 
Wayside Police ‘station, told the 
court that he was walking along 
Seward Road at the time of the 
‘accident and that he had spoken to 
deceased shortly before he was. 
Knocked down. Witness added that 
he noticed a car speeding along the 
road without lights and a few sec- 
fonds “after it had passed him he 
heard a crash. Running to the scene 
ho found the injured Indian lying 
‘on the road and he advised the 
Japanese to take him to the Police 
station immediately. 

Alter evidence by w sergeant from 
the TraMe Department, S.M.P.. who 
sald that the ear was in” porfect 
working order, the enquiry was 
adjourned until ‘December 31.

Soward Road on December 23. At 
the previous enquiry it was stated 
that deceased, who was riding a 
bieyele along the road, had been 
Knocked down when his machine| 
had come into collision with a 
Japanese-owned and driven ear. 

‘The first witness at yesterday's 
‘enquiry, Sergeant Seaby of the: 





S.MP. TraMe Dept, told the Coroner 
that after examing the car involved. 
{in the aceldent he found that . the 
Tights, were fully effective. 

‘Sergeant Thomas Richard Walker, 
attached to the Wayside Police Sta- 
tion, stated that at 730 on the night 
of December 23 he was called to 
the scene of the accident, which had 
occurred at about §35\ pm. The 
car, witness stated, was driven by a 
Japanese named. Takanachi, _ while 
the eyele had been ridden by Narain 
Singh. ‘There were no skid marks 
fon the road, but witness found a 
hair comb used by Sikhs 19 fect 6 
inches due east of a pool of blood 
‘on the roadway. 


‘There were no street lights in the | 


vicinity, and from information he 
had received from the driver of the 
car both the eyelist and the car were 
moving in the same direction—west 
to east. After examining the ear and 
the eycle he came to the conclusion 
that the latter had been run over 
by_a: wheel of the car. 

‘Evidence was given by Sikh Police 
Constable 606 who stated that he 
‘ecompanied the vietim of the accl- 
dent in a Fire Brigade ambulance 
from Hongkew Police station to the 
General Hospital. Later he conveyed 
the man to-the Police Hospital 
Where he was pronounced dead. 

Sub-Inspector Pavehinsky of Hong- 
|kew Police station testifed that the 
Accident was reported to him at the 
Police station by the driver of the 
car at about G11 on December 23, 
‘The driver informed witness that 
he had taken the injured man to a 
Japanese hospital where he had been 
pronounced dead. 

‘The Coroner then returned a 
verdict that Narain Singh had died 
fas the result of being accidentally 
Knocked down by a ean (licence 
number 4417) driven by M. Takana- 
chi, the cause of death ‘being a 
fracture at the base of the skull.

Shao Pao-ching and Abbot Mino 
Feng, who are supposed to be faith~ 
ful followers of ‘Buddha in charge 
jof small temples, were brought 
before the First "Special District 
Court yesterday charged with at- 
tempted extortion in which a woman 
diselple of Buddha was the intended 
Yietim, In view of the complicated 
nature of the case in which a title 
deed was allegedly forged. the 
police asked the court to postpone 
the hearing to January 5. which 
request was Aranted. 

‘The intended victim Mrs. Hsu 
Sheng-fah, who often goes to Chi- 
nese temples to pray, became ac- 
‘quainted with the Mrst accused 
‘Shao some years ago when he was 
in charge of a temple in Chapel. 
Tt was revealed in court that since 
then Shao succeeded in obtaining 
money from the woman who was 
‘once defrauded of $200 in exchange 
for an imitation ancient Buddhist 
prayer book. Shao was also alleged 
fo have written an extortion letter 
to her knowing that she was rich. 

Recently, when the woman refused 
to give money for nothing Shao 
allegedly connived with the. second 
accused, who is the priest in charge 
of a Markham Road temple and. 
gangster named Yoo, who is at 
large. in trying to extort money 
from her. She was ‘waylaid near 
‘Avenue Road where Yeo allegedly 
produced a title deed explaining that 
it was she who caused him to be 
jn debt in a land deal since she 
promised to marry him only after 














he had bought land to build a house. 
‘The accused were alleged to have 
thought that by” defamation the 





woman would be forced to stirrender 
ash in order to have the secret of 
marriage proposal hushed up as she 
fs mot supposed to marry being a 
devoted life-time follower of Buddha, 
There was a quarrel: in the street 
and the attention of the police was 
soon attracted resulting in the ac~ 
cused being arrested. A third 
‘Chinese, however, managed to slip 
away. 





Bus Driver Charged with 
Negligence 
‘Shanghai, Dee. 30. 

Pa Yu-ting, a driver of the China 
General Omnibus Company, was 
charged with negligence causing, 
death yesterday in the First Spectal 
District Court in conneetion with a 
fatal accident which happened short~ 
ly before. 3 pm. on Dec. 28 when 
2 woman and’ six-year old son were 
rushed to death under the wheels 
‘of a doubledecker which Pa was. 
Sriving. To enable the police to 
‘make further investigations, the judge 
postponed the hearing to January 6. 

According to the prosecution, the 
accident occurred on Yu Yuen Road 
ear the Jessfleld Park where the 
victims ‘were walking. Tho driver 
was driving his vehicle from east to 
‘west when he struck the woman and 
her son. The car allegedly swerved 
to the right side of the street where 
the ‘vietims were walking. ‘Tho 
woman, Yeh Fong-sze, was caught 
under the rear wheels while the boy, 
Yeh Kung-ling, was hit by the rear 
side of the bus. Both were rushed 
to the Red Cross Hospital but the 
woman died soon after admission 
while her son met the same fate 
few hours later. An inquest was held 
over their bodies.

Story of Kidnapping 


Shanghal, Dee. 30. 

A. Chinese girl “appeared in the 
‘Second Speciai Distriet Court yester- 
day as a plaintiff and told the story

village in Sungkiong last year and 
Torced to marry a young gangster, 
who has been arrested by the French 
police together with his father also 
alleged to be a gang leader, and how 
her mother was brutally ‘killed by 
the former accused by fring three 
shots. Although her story was denied 
by the accused, the judge remanded 
both accused in custody and hearing 
will be resumed on January 12. 

‘The girl Ling Shiu-hwa was one

Sungkiang and become notorious in 
all villages there. They were charged 
with arson, robbery, Ikidnapping, and 
adultery. 

‘The French police at once raided 
the “house In 'Slecawei where the 
alleged gangsters who recently seeret- 
ly arrived in Shanghai were hiding 
and arrested. and one of his sons. 
‘The other son had escaped before the 
police arrived. In court yesterday. 
‘one of the victimized girls sald that 
she was kidnapped by the family 
ong of robbers and forced to marry 
fone of the sons named Li Chia-chou, 
the accused. In spring of this yoar 
when her mother ‘sled to neftite 
with him for the purpose of settling 
the affair, young Ti ‘was alleged to 
have pushed the aged woman into 
8 cave and shot her dead. She erled 
Toudly when she told her mother's 
story. 

‘Tho accused dented the story, stat- 
ing that he was employed as the man 
Jn charge of steam launch but the 
girl referred the Judge to villagers 
in Sungklang and’ insisted that her 
story was authentic, She sald that 
young Li used to be a salt smugaler 
but later became a robber vietimizing 
‘numerous people under the name of 
guerilla unit leader,

Asia” 


Flat Rejection of Japanese Contention For 
Major Control in China; Rights Reaffirmed 





Washington, Dec. 31. 


HE United States today bluntly refused to accept Japan's 

“arbitrary” establishment of a “New Order in East Asia” 
and declared that America reserves her traditional rights of 
equality of opportunity in the vast China markets despite Japanese 
military hegemony.

Gunpowder, the institute pointed out,

Hand grenades, one of the ‘highly 
specialized weapons of Chinese 
‘querilla warfare, are made out of any

Arsenals Suaictent 

‘The local interior arsenals are also 
sulficient to produce the other tines 
‘of armaments required, the Institute 


reports. 

‘This self-suMclency also extends tw} 
the question of food supplies, for most 
erop areas of China are in the hands 
‘of the guerilla-controlled rural. see- 
‘ons, By refusing to send most of 
the domestic crops to the Japanese 
‘controlled cities, the Institute points.

France Rejects All

Paris denies responsi- 
bility If the instruments of ratification 
have not been exchanged, pointing 
out that the French Parliament 
ratified the accords, 

Furthermore, Paris asserts that the 
accords have been partly enforced as 
2,800 securities of the Djibouti-Addis 
‘Abbaba Railway have been transferred 
to, and accepted by Italy. 

‘Another argument put forward here 
was that Franco never opened the 
negotiations provided for in the 1935 
‘accords as due to lead ty the replace- 
‘ment of the 1896 Convention, which 
settled the status of Italian ‘settlers 
in Tunisia. To this, Paris veptied 
delays in the settlement of the Tunis- 
jan problem “have not. all been 
caused ‘by France atone.”

LIMA CONFERENCE 
By Sottrusoxtan 


‘The Pan-American Conference which 
opened at Lima, Peru, on December 8 was 
influenced by two outside events; the revival 
of the Republican party as a force in Ameri 
can polities (demonstrated by the substantial 
gains made in the November elections)” and 
even more so by the Munich peace, which 
emphasized the rise of the new Germany, and 
the. responsibility which the United States 
Would have to assume in the future for the 
success of her foreign policy and her national 
aspirations. 

‘The Republican recovery was shown by the 
inclusion on the American delegation of Mr. 


Alfred Landon, the Party's titular head. The | 


‘Administration’ wished to emphasize that in 
approaching the Western World the United 
States was truly united. The other 20 Latin 
Republics would be hearing not only the voice 
of the New Decl, but the voice of America. 
Other presidents had in the past appointed 
members of the opposition to American dele- 
gations. 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic leader in 
the Senate, was for example, appointed by 
President Hoover to the London Disarmament 
Conference delegation. President Roosevelt 
had however abandoned the praetice, and no 
Republican representative was on either the 
World Economic Conference delegation, or 
the previous Pan-American delegations to 
Montevideo and Buenos Aires, Mr. Landon 
hhad once before Ient his name to a demon 
stration of national unity when the Panay 
crisis was at its height, and he is able to 
get along with the Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and the permanent. oMfcials of the 
Department, 





A gain of 0 odd seats in the House and 
eight in the Senate might not alone have led 
the President to permit the Republicans to 
share in the limelight of a Pan-American 
conference, but owing to vents abroad it 
‘was particularly necessary to emphasize the| 
fact that outside the shores of the United 
States there were no Republicans and no 
Democrats, but only Americans, 

‘The rise of German might and the German- 
Italian-Japanese alliance has given rise in 
the United States to a new conception of 
both foreign policy and national defence. 
‘The phrases “hemisphere defence” and “con- 
tinental solidarity” sum up these new con- 
ceptions. ‘The President and his military 
advisers have become convinced, as the Pre- 
sident himself explained at one of his press 
eonferenecs, that events of the past five years 
(Hitler came to power in 1933 which makes 
this figure significant) had forced a fresh 
examination of the problem of national de- 
fenee. 

Tt was not only a question of technical 
advances, more particularly in the mass pro 
duction of acroplanes, but as the President 
made clear, it was a new world situation, 
‘The United States had hitherto regarded her 
defence problem from the point of view of 
defending her own shores against attack. 
She must now consider the defence problem 
fon a wider scale; as a continental matter not 
as a national matter. 

Strictly speaking, of course, this was a 
fresh application of an old doctrine, rather: 
than a new policy. ‘The Monroe Doctrine 
115 years ago first established the principle 
that’ the United States would consider its 
security threatened not only if its own soll 
was invaded, but if some non-American 
nation made efforts to establish itself in the 
Western Hemisphere, or interfered in_ the 
internal affairs of some Latin American State 
for the purpose of “oppressing them or con- 
trolling in any other manner their destiny,’ 
to quote President Monroe's own words. 

The Monroe doctrine has never been 2 
pledge by the United States to protect other 
American States from attack or cocreion by 
Europeans. At times, indeed, the United 
‘States has joined with European nations to 
intervene in Latin America. President Roose- 
velt in announcing his policy of hemisphere 
defence was careful to point out that it was 
not an assumption by the United States of 
all the Latin American Republics and of 
Canada to preserve and in the preservation 
of which all would take a share. 

‘This theory of continental solidarity seems 
at the moment to belong to the realm of 
wishful thinking rather than to the realm 
of fact, and like references to “Western 
Democracy” and “Western peacefulness” is a 
condition which may exist in the future but 
can hardly be sald fo exist now. 

But even while sitting at Lima—the 
capital of a country whose form of govern- 
‘ment can only be described as a dictatorship, 
@ country moreover which is engaged in an 
acrimonious boundary’ dispute with Ecuador, 
‘and which ifsists upon a uniformed censor 
studying all cabled reports of what occurs 
Within its borders—it is far better to praise 
democratic ideals, peaceful relations and the 
rest than to emphasize the contrary. faults 
which exist. There is always the hope that 
a country which is told that it is democrat 
and told that it is peaceful, and told that 
ff loves all its neighbours in true Christain

‘The Monroe doctrine was almost launched 
upon the world as a “Monroe-Canning 
Doctrine” and in the new problem of hemis- 
phere defence much is still left to Great 
Britain. It would not be stretching a point 
very much to say that in. the past. the 
Monroe Doctrine was American theory, but 
British practice: while now it has become 
both American theory and American practice. 
‘The Administration realize that they can no 
longer assume that whenever any dominant 
European power arises it will be automatic 
ally struck down before its tentacles obtain 
a firm hold on the New World. H. M. Navy 
{sno longer the Monroe Doctrine's first line 
‘of defence: but the Anglo-American navy is. 
‘Tho President was asked at the Press Con- 
ference in which he announced his theories 
‘of continental solidarity and hemisphere 
defence if he believed that the United States 
should therefore build up a two ocean fleet, 
one for the Atlantic and another equally 
powerful for the Pacific. He replied in the 
negative. Tt is no secret that without any 
formal undertaking having been made the 
naval high commands of each country fully 
understand that the United States navy 
stands guard in the Pacific while the British 
navy holds sway in the Atlantic. 











Amereia's new defence policies would ap- 
pear to be predicated upon the assumption 
that armed invasion of the American con- 
Unent by the German-ltalian-Japanese anti- 
Comintern alliance is a possibility. Many 
military experts insist that such an’ idea is 
close to fantasy; others hold that it is improb- 
able but that it cannot be completely ruled 
‘out of account. Nearly all are agreed, how- 
ever, that a situation might arise in’ Latin 
America in which rival political factions 
‘within some republic were supported by the 
rival totalitarian states. 

‘The struggle would then cease to be a 
traditional American revolutionary war and 
become something more serious. “While still 
retaining its national sovereignty the Latin 
Republic might at the close of hostilities 
become in reality an outpost of the European 

fem. ‘The Monroe Doctrine would not 
ive been violated, but it would have been 
undermined. A base of operations would 
have been provided for a further extension of 
influenee and further support and aid. 

German or Italian influence might become 
predominant in some Latin American coun- 
try even without the ‘intervening stage of 
internal strife. ‘The traditional dietatorial 
form of government in Latin America has 
more affinity with European dictatorships than 
American democracy. The cultural tradi- 
tions of Latin America have more affinity 
with those of Italy, also a Latin nation, than 
with the Anglo-Saxon northern neighbour. 
Mussolini is admired as the greatest living 
Latin even by those who have little admira- 
tion for the political form of government 
which he has established. 


‘Then there is the question of trade. Italy 
and Germany provide a ready market for 
many Latin American products. United 
States products are often competitive and not 
supplementary. American wheat and Argen- 
tine wheat compete in the world markets, 
so do Brazilian cotton and American cotton. 
Hemisphere trade is an impossibility, even 
if desirable. In fighting German Italian and 
Japanese trade penetration in Latin America, 
the United States is fighting the political 
influence which goes with it rather than. the 
trade itself. At the same time, however, it 
has sought to turn a difference in trade

‘The German method of bartering, of ai 
tempting to strike a balance between what 
is bought and what is sold, is not criticized 
8 an ineffective method, but as a violation 
of what should be the accepted code of in- 
ternational commercial conduct. ‘The uncon- 
itional most favoured nation principle, upon 
which the Unitde States insist, is mentioned 
in the same breath as sanctity of treaties, 
Peaceful settlement of disputes and the other 
articles of the State Department's foreign 
policy decalogue, Yet it was only after. a 
tough struggle between Mr. Hull and Mr. 
George Peek (who held for a time the title 
of adviser on foreign trade) that the uncon- 
ditional most favoured principle was aodpted 
in the United States and the system now so 
vigorously condemned abandoned. 

Probably another very weighty reason why 
the United States is determined to combat the 
influence of tho totalitarian states in Latin 
America is that at the moment an emotional 
orgy of anti-German sentiment is being in- 
dulged in by practically the whole nation, 
Intellectual considerations that the price paid 
for war might have been far heavier than 
the price paid for peace leads many 0} 
support the Munich agreement; but as. the| 
‘Munich agreement becomes more remote, the| 
emotional feeling gains in momentum. 

It half the energy devoted to holding 
protest meetings had been diverted to lobby= 
ing for a lberalization of the American 
immigration laws the Jews might similarly 
have been better served, but the emotional 
requirements of the American public would 
have been less perfectly satisfied. Scoring 
points off the dictators in Latin America thus 
becomes an aim desirable in itself, quite 
apart from any dangers at second ‘remove| 
which might follow from German success in 
Latin America, or the success of one of 
Germany's allies.

Having exhibited an array of 
politieal and economic factors, minus 
and_plus, bearing on the prospects 
of Shanghal real estate, let us now| 























address ourselves to evaluating them, 
jin the order of their presentation. 

‘Adverting to. the possiblity of a! 
Japanese seizure of. these Settle- 
ments, we must ask ourselves whe- 
ther any-real need for such action 
obtains. ‘The Japanese conquest of 
‘all coastal and river ports is a fait 
accompli. Their capability of for- 
jeibly occupying and taking over the 
administration of both municipalities | 
snot doubled. But what is’ to be 
jgained by such an act weighed

‘What of the likelihood, it may be| 
asked, of using Shanghai as a hostage 
In Japanese retaliatory measures to- 
wards the British, “American and 
French for the three latter's economic 
polleles, as is thought to be so. in 
some quarters? This. sort of thing 
‘would not have the effect of the 
Powers desisting from their present 
fictive | sympathy for China; rather 
‘would it lead to more Impetus in the 
‘same direction, 
No Tremendous Factor 

Besides, the financial support being| 
rendered by the Powers to China in 
the way of rolling-stock in the Far 
West is not such a tremendous factor 
for the conduct of the war by China, 
‘as has already been remarked by 
[Japanese official spokesm: 
iatter elted the eas 
fof the Great War 
Jot the Allied finance and economic 
forces, alone in themselves, were in- 
fsufelent to defeat Germany. He re- 
marked that it was not until the 
American nation poured in its fight- 
ing forees of Army and Navy that
